“The French at Shanghai. 
The effects of a bad example. 


The French Municipal Oouncil have published 
their report for the year ending 31st March, aod 
budget'fer the ensuing year. They are able to an- 
nounce important reductions in their taxes, it Leirg 
proposed to abate 25 per.cent of tho land tax. on 
European property by reducing the valuation to 
that extent, and, further, to encourage the Jhinese 
by lowering the 8 per-cent tax te 6 per cent, as 
aso making further minor reductions * which ure 
fourid to press too heavily on the ‘native popula- 
tion. "Tt appears that the Council actually com- 
menced the nallection of the 8 percent tex on 
rentals for His Bxcellency the-Taoutai, but obtain- 
ing conclasive proof that the Chinese -authori- 
ties were levying squeezes, in defiance of the 
terms of the agreement, they. with the ap- 
proval of the Consul General, declared : the 
‘agreement vitistei by- auch acts, and thence 
forth nul and “void. - Tho finances seem in 


a flourishing state; the receipts, during. the. 


year, amount to Tis, 103,451.89 and tho disburse- 
ments te Tis. 101,393.24. leaving a balance in 
hand of Tis. 2.068,65. The payments, however, 
inelnde Tis. $2,000 on account ofa new municipal 
building, Tls. 8,838.55 -repayment-of loan, and 
some items for furniture, &c., so making. a total 
of about Tis. 48,000 which. may fairly be placed 
under the head of extraordinary.expenses. Thus,

‘rom without,-aud if she were, even her disciplined 
force would be perfectly. useless to resist it; but 
no country in the world has more rent need for 
a reliable standing army to repress internal dia- 
turbances. Setting completely aside tho influence 
cwhich the existence of troops ted by foreign offt- 
vere must always give foreigners with the-aatho- 
ritiés of a province where ‘dieciplined contingents 
exist; it would be well if the consuls at Ningpo 
would impress on the mandarins in that province, 
for taeir own good, the folly of disbanding men 
who have done such pred service. andon whom 
they can rely to queil: disturbances of any nature 
that may arisc. The wealthy merchants of Ning- 
re are averse to the contemplated measuré—both 
ecause they consider it premature as regarding 
the rebels, and because the Anglo-Chinese con- 
tingent has reudered efficient service in checkin 
piracy in the neighborhuod of that port, ‘which 
they well kncw would soon become rampant if 
that check be removed. Rowdyiem has been al- 
mostas troublesome in the foreign. settlement at 
Ningpo,.as at Sbanghai, and far mora so ‘in the 
neighborhood...
